THE TORRENS SYSTEM.
Final Article in the Series on

This Important Subject.
The Method of Procedure-Full Explain*-

tlun of Hun- This Sjnlcm ot Land Regln-
trntlon I» Operated, the Machinery Em¬
ployed, nud tho Ite»ults Accomplished.

(From the" Richmond Dispatch.)
The Torrens system has these distinc¬

tive features: It clears titles; it regis¬
ters titles, It facilitates and cheapens
transfers of titles. And, in its original
form, it provides for an "assurance
fund," out of which pecuniary compen¬
sation can be made to any person who
may be judicially found entitled thereto
by reason of the operation of the act
upon property In which he may have
had an Interest of which he has been
deprived by fraud or by "any error,omission, mistake, or mlsdesctiptlon In
any certificate of title or In any entryor memorandum In the misdescrlption
or memorandum In the registrationbook".to use the language of the Mas-
BaChusettes act. In its original form, italso provides that the personal repre-resentative of a decedent shall have thesame power over real estate, and becharged with the same duties and lia¬bilities, as In the case of personal es¬tate, though no chiinge Is made in the
course of descents und distribution.

METHOD OF PROCEDURE.
The method of procedure may bebriefly outlined .'is follows: If onewishes to have his land registered, ap¬plication must be made to the propercourt or officer, setting forth si de¬scription of the land and a statementof the title of the applicant. Provisionis made for official examination of thetitle and notification to adverse claim¬ants and to all the world, by publica¬tion and other methods, that proceed¬ings are pending for the registration ofthe title. If any adverse claims arise,they are Judicially disposed of by the

court; and if no such claims are assert¬ed within a specified time the title laduly registered in the name of the ap-J)llcant In the county where the landles. When the title is so registered,two certificates are made, tho originalbeing kept on file in the "Register ofTitles," In the proper clerk's office, and
the owner being given a duplicate cer¬tificate setting forth his title and de¬
scribing the land. Thereafter no trans¬fer of the title can be legally made un¬less endorsed upon the original certifi¬cate in the clerk's office and the owner'sduplicate certificate by the registrar;and any change of the title, whethervoluntary or Involuntary, must be like¬wise so endorsed. In case of a com¬plete transfer of title, the old certificate
must be surrendered and cancelled,end a new certificate Is issued to the
owner. In this way the material facts
appear upon the face of every certifi¬cate, and no examination of the title isRequired.
To make these statements plain to thelayman, attention Is called to the factthat Initial registration Is secured by asuit to which all proper persons aremade parties. If the title Is alreadyclear, this suit will be nothing morethan a formel proceeding, the averagecost of which Is estimated at from $20

to $2fi. If the title Ih not clear, the suitwill remove all clouds and make it per¬fectly Rood and marketable in the fu¬
ture; hut in eases of contests, of course,It is not possible to predict with anycertainty exactly what the costs willbe. Lawyers out West have a way of
speaking of titles as "good, blistered
or bad." A "blistered" title is one that
may ho perfectly good to hold, butwhich, on account of come cloud ordefect, either cannot he marketed at all
f>r only at a great sacrifice. For the
holders of such titles the Torrens sys¬tem opens a new door for protectionand provides a new method for the re¬
moval of clouds. LTnder the Massachu¬
setts act, if the report of the official
examiner id" titles is adverse to the-ap¬plicant, he hits the privilege cither to
proceed further or to withdraw his ap¬plication without prejudice. If he elects
to proceed, and even if the court finds
his title is not proper for registration,
"a decree shall be entered dismissingthe application, and such decree maybe ordered to be without prejudice."
'Phis places the applicant for reglstrn
-that In a pisitlou in illicit he appeal's
to have almost everything to gain and
next to nothing to lose by taking ad¬
vantage of the privileges offered.

HOW THE TITLE PASSES.
After tho registration, no title can be

acquired by prescription or adverse
possession against the land. An owner
of registered land may convey, mort¬
gage, lease, change, or otherwise deal
with the same as fully as if it bad not
been registered; but no title passesuntil duly noted on the certificate bythe recorder. As has already been in¬
dicated, the owner's duplicate must. In
every case, be presented for notation
of any change of title; and its presen¬tation may be compelled in cases of at¬
tachment and other lien;, or In any case
In which it is withheld. And, as shown
above, the grantor's duplicate certifi¬
cate must be surrendered ami canceled
upon conveyance or loss of the fee, and
a. new certificate is then Issued by the
recorder to the new owner. So, If thereis a change of title to only a portion ofthe land, the old duplicate is cancelledand replaced by new certificates to suitthe case. If lands are held or made
subject to trusts, conditions, limita¬
tions, or equitable interests, the fact issimply noted upon the certificates bythe words "in trust," "upon condition,"
or other apt expressions, and by refer¬
ence by number to the Instrument au¬thorizing or creating the same. Alldeeds and other instruments affectingthe title are numbered consecutively,and noted by number on the certificate,but it is to be observed that no deeds
are recorded. And it may be proper to
emphasize the fact that under this sys¬tem such instruments are nothing morethan contracts, since no title passesuntil duly noted on the certificate, as
has already been said; and the certifi¬
cate itself becomes the sole munimentof title, which under the original sys¬tem Is guaranteed by the government.Hut the writer does not regard any such
guaranty as essential, and does not ad¬
vocate that feature of the original act.
THE TITLE MADE PERFECT.
Registered lands, and ownershiptherein, are In all respects subject to

the same burdens and incidents as un¬
registered lands, except a» otherwise
expressly provided. A lien of any de¬
scription upon registered lands shall be
enforced In the same manner as liens
upon unregistered lands. And if the
tight of eminent domain be exercised,
a memorandum of the fact shall be no¬
ted on the certificates. It will be seen
from what has been said that he effect
of registration Is to establish the title
absolutely against all the world, -and
hereafter It cannot be sucessfully at¬
tacked by any person. All questions
are set at rest, and the land is held

practically free from all encumbrances,except thou.- noted on the certificate.It Is a simple matter, therefore, to tell
at a glance the exact state of the titlefrom the owner's duplicate certificate;and if there is any suspicion of Its ac¬
curacy, all doubts can be removed by
an examination of the original certifi¬
cates in the Register of Titles, or BookOf Land Registration, <n the clerk s of¬fice. Heavy penalties are prescribed to
prevent frauds ami forgeries, ami in
ordinary transactions It would be sale
to trust the owner's certificate. At all
events It could be trusted with no
greater risk than is asunied every dayin the multitudinous transactions In
stocks and bonds. In this aspect of
the ease, the great point is that no ex¬
amination of tho title is necessary:while the purchaser or mortgager is
assured that he gets an unassailable
title, and the whole transaction is im¬
mediately completed at very small cost.
Ami now. it may be Interesting to

consider for a few moments the ma¬
chinery required for the operation of
he svslom-,U wtat-nl in the livr't -let.

tor of this series, a special court of land
registration is deemed essential for its
successful administration, in Massa-
chusettes this court Is composed of a
judge and associate judge, the former
receiving a salary of $4,500 and the lat¬
ter a salary of $1,000 a year. This
court has a jurisdiction throughout the
Commonwealth, and may adjourn from
place to place to suit the convenience
of suitors and promote the dispatch of
business. Roth judges may sit togeth¬
er, or each may hold court separately
at the same time and lit different places.
There Is one recorder, who has his chief
Office, called tho Land Hegistration Of¬
fice, in the city of Boston; and tho reg¬
isters of deeds in each registry district
corresponding to our clerks, are as¬
sistant recorders, with authority to
perform all amthdahth sthesnraltrhm
perform all the duties of the recorder
In their several districts, subject to the
general direction of the recorder, in
order to secure uniformity throughout
the Commonwealth. In addition to
these ollicers one or more attorneys at
law in each county are appointed ex¬
aminers of title by the Judge <>f the
Land Registration Court, subject to
removal by the Supreme Judicial
Court. The salaries of tho recorder,
assistant recorder and examiners of
titles are fixed by the Governor antl
Council.
HOW DECREES ARE RECORDED.
Every decree of original registration

is first recorded in the Land Regis¬
tration Office, at Boston, and a certi¬
fied copy thereof Is "then recorded in
what is known as the registration
book. In the oliice of the assistant re¬
corder in the district where the land
lies. In this registration book certain
leaves in consecutive order are de¬
voted exclusively to each title, a' suffi¬
cient space being allowed to note fu¬
ture transfers or changes. The entry
made by the assistant recorder in this
registration book is the original certi¬
ficate or title, and is signed by him.
and sealed with the seal of the court.
And all certificates of title are num¬
bered consecutively. The assistant re¬
corder" then makes an exact duplicate
of the origin-si certificate', which is
known aa the owner's duplicate certi¬
ficate. Subsequent certificates con¬
cerning the same land are in like form,
but are severally entitled ."Transfer
from Xo. .." There Is also what is
known as nn entry book, ifi which is
entered. In the order of their recep¬
tion, all deeds and other voluntary
instruments, and writs or other legal
processes relating to the land. This
register of these Instruments, nil of
which are numbered, nnd Indexed and
endorsed with reference to the proper

certificate, takes the place of reeorda-
tlon. If desired, the assistant r< .-or¬
der will furnish at any time certillcd
copies of Instruments so Hied and reg¬
istered on payment of the fees there¬
for: or duplicates of all deeds and
voluntary instruments tiled and regis¬
tered may he presented with the orig¬
inals ami then taken away by the par¬
ties after being attested and sealed
by the recorder or assistant recorder
and endorsed with the file number and
other memoranda of the originals.

FOR Till-: REGISTRATION.
For the registration of every instru¬

ment, whether single or in duplicate or
triplicate, Including entering, Indexing,
and filing same and attesting registra¬
tion thereof, and also making and at¬
testing copy of memorandum on one
instrument or on a duplicate cerllllcate,
when required, a fee of $1.60 Is provided
by tin? Massachusetts act. There are
other spoilal clerk's fees which can¬
not he mentioned in this paper. The
sheriff Is paid the same fee for ser-
vi, e-: Mil,lei-. 1 lie ii.-l, ;m al-j..|.Liii,-i.l.i,l l.y
law for like services in similar cases;
and ali the fees, costs, and charges ap¬
pear to hi- reasonable.
As stated in the first, letter of this

series, the original cost of registration
tinder the Massachusetts Act Is about
two-tenths of 1 per cent, of the assess¬
ed value of the land, and when once
registered a transfer of the fee simply
thereof only costs S'J.TiO and a mort¬
gage $1.60, Irrespective of the value of
the land. These figures are surprising;iy small when compared with the costs
of transactions under our present sys¬
tem. It would he pleasant and profit¬
able for a complete understanding of
the subject, to pass in review and sum¬
marize the benefits land-owners In Vir-
ginla would derive from the adoption <>r
the Torrens System; but this letter has
already reached its limits, and the
writer can only now refer to his for¬
mer articles published In th..> Dispatch
<m July 30th ami August 5th, which he
trusts* have beim sufficient to di¬
rect the attention of the franters of our
nest Constitution to the pressing Im-
porance of the matters he has under¬
taken to explain and discuss.

THOUSANDS IN GINSENG.

The Plant Is Successfully Cultivated
t In a Missouri Farm.

The ginseng root is of sucli Im¬
portance In North Carolina that thefollowing, from the St. Louis RepublicOf August l-'lh. Will be read with greatinterest: It is headed, The Most Vnl-
tinble Hit of Farm Land in the World.'
"Some years ago G. P. Millard. of

Houston, Texas count v. Mo., conceivedthe idea of cultivating the ginsengplant, which grows wild in certain
parts of Kentucky and Tennessee.
"The Department of Agriculture as¬

sured Mr. Millard that ginseng could
not be cultivated, but he obtained a
few roots and began his experiments.
These lasied for several years. Now
ho has u quarter of an acre of thrifty
ginseng. Not until this year has Mr.
Millard consented to dispose of a sin¬
gle plant, root or seed of his ginseng
slock. Every seed was carefully pre¬
served, and planted by him the follow¬
ing spring. Ho was determined that
his stock should not run low. Hut this
year he feels that he has enough stock
for himself, and that he can spare some
to others who wish to embark in the
cultivation of ginseng. Ho has closed
one contract for Slfi.oOO worth of roots
and seeds, to be delivered to a New{York man when the crop is gathered
in November. Other contracts for
sums ranging upward from $'-'.'> brins;
the total amount of his sales for this
year close to $2.">,000. All of this supply
Is to come from one-quarter acre tract.
A year ago Mr. Millard planted another
tract of a half acre.
"The great commercial value of gin¬

seng Is due to the fact that the Chln-d
ese have a superstitious admiration for]
It, and they make all sorts of uses of
It. They have a particular fancy for
certain forms öl roots. < >ne of these
la the "Manchurlan" form, which Is
much The shape of a man. They will
pay fabulous sums i".>r these roots, and
Will preserve them in handsome glass
cases for years. Mr. Millard thinks he
has 'i few" of these now, nnd Is watch¬
ing them with particular care. The
seeds sell for 5 cents each, and the
yearling roots for 20 cents each. An
acre of eight-year-old plants will pro¬
duce over three million seeds, and there
is little doubt thai Mr. Millard knew
what he was doing when he stuck to
ginseng*''
